EXECUTIVE ORDER CREATING THE 
HOUSE BILL 909 ADVISORY COUNCIL 


“ WHEREAS, the 48th Legislature passed House Bill 909 (Chapter 687, 
Laws of Montana, 1983) which was signed into law by the Governor on April 
29, 1983; | 

WHEREAS, House Bill 909 directs the Governor or his designee to 
conduct Seedy of and for the delivery of services to persons with 
developmental disabilities; and 

WHEREAS, the Governor js authorized pursuant 10 Section 2-15-122, 
MCA, to create an advisory council to furnish advice, gather information, 
and made recommendations; and 

WHEREAS, the penton of an advisory council will guarantee the 
soliciation of comments from the general public and especially from residents 
of communities where developmental disability services are provided in the 
state. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Ted Schwinden, Governor of the State of Montana, 
by virtue of the authority vested in me under the laws and Constitution of 
the State of Montana, and specifically pursuant to Section 2-15-122, MCA, 
and House Bill 909, hereby create the "House Bill 909 Advisory Council."
